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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected as being vague and indefinite when it recites "The material of 
claim 8". The scope of the protection sought is not clear; appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-24 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by copending Application No. 10/715,199 which has a common assignee 
with the instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the 
copending application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), if published 



under 35 U.S.C. 122(b) or patented. This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
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is based upon a presumption of future publication or patenting of the copending 
application. Copending Application No. 10/715,199 discloses photothermographic 
material characterized by containing a polycarboxylic acid. 

This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
copending application was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not 
the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. This 
rejection may not be overcome by the filing of a terminal disclaimer. See In re Bartfeld, 
925 F.2d 1450, 17 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sakizadeh et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,762,013) in view of Strijckers (U.S. Patent No. 
6,376,159). 

Sakizadeh et al. discloses an organic solvent-based photothermographic material 
comprising a support having thereon one or more imaging layers comprising a binder 
and: a photosensitive silver halide, a non-photosensitive source of reducible silver ions, 
but does not teach a polycarboxylic acid. Strijckers teaches a photothermographic 
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material containing polycarboxylic acids such as maleic acid, citraconic acid or citric 
acid. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the requisite art at the time 
the invention was made to incorporate a polycarboxylic acid as taught in Strijckers, in 
the organic solvent-based photothermographic element of Sakizadeh et al., with 
reasonable expectations of achieving, absent object evidence to the contrary, the 
advantages taught therein derived from the use of an organic solvent-based element, in 
addition to those associated with the use of the polycarboxylic acid.
